Together with the organizers 
of the forlhconitng Games In 
Sarajevo ami Loa Angeles, rop- 
resentatlvea of 29 countries 
discussed the topical problems 
facing luternallooal sport. 

Tho Olympic movement Is 
developing apace, new forma 
of sporting contacts are emer- 
ging, and new forms for lender- 
ship in sport are required, said 
Adrien Van don Eede, of Bui- 
glum, Sccrotary-General of the 
European National Olympic 
('ommlUces' Association. There- 
fore, exchange of experience 
today is of pavtlcular Import- 
ance. The European Olympic 
commlllees have to coordinate 
tlieir efforts in the fight for Ihe

Each actor rocognlzes a ilartlng point that 
determined hie career, Alexander Zberoniafey says 
that bla career b^an or his Premiere was In 
the summer of IBQS... 

At the lime the Bib World Fcsilval of Youth 
end Stadents was In progres In Sophia, the ca> 
pital of Bulgaria. Alexander Zheromsky waa pari 
of the Soviet delegation, and danced “A Paper 
Soldier", The story of a mercenary ivho was 
burnt la a fire daring the wor, wu Md using the 
languogo of gestures, and staggered Ihe audlen* 
ce, who ashed for a repeated "SRoores'*, This 
brought him Inleniatloual recognltUm, Ho won 
4 "gold medal" In Iho festival and ogahi on iwo 
later occasions — once In Berlin In 1B73 sud 
the other (Inio In Havana to 1079. 

Ho became a mime octor without spoclal train- 
ing. He worked as o fitter at a factory and a 
worker on a construcllon project. Ho wanted to 
study geology at Ihe University of Moscow, and 
look vp a |ol) at one ol Us sections. Once he vl- 
sited a mime studio attached to Iho intemallonal 
Btutfont tlwaire at ihe University... and slsyod 
llMre, becoming tia head two years later. In 1903 
famous Soviet clicus aittsttc director Secgel BCash* 
lellsn dropped In. Alter watching Zheromsky's 
miming act be suggested that he should study 
flt the Moscow Circus School. The choice was 
made, Zberonuky, who had almost been admitted 
to Iho University sa e student by (hat lime, (eoh 
bis papers to the Circus School Instood. 

Oue of hlx rehearsals was ailendod by chief 
artistic diraclor of Ihe Bolshoi Opera theatre 
Boris Pokrovsky. And Ihe career took another 
turns Alexander Zheromsky becime i soloist with 
Ihe famous Soviet company. He only look In ono 
produclloo, "A Midsummer Nlghi Dream", dur- 
ing Urn years he had no suliullutes lor Pack, the 
King of the WoodL 

Thn Moscow Mime Ensemble was founded on 
April 1, 1978 and was led by Zheromsky for six 
years. Several months ago he left Ihe post— he- 
cause he felt ll was impossible to lulfll theao 
dalles and act at Ihe ume time. 

He Is a very talented mime, and Is full of 
'terpttsetf'. 

His mark la an almoal total absence of a mask. 
There was a lima when h« was fond of cartoons. 
He Invented a cartoon cbsracter calling him 
"MuK", Hts idea of a plastic lorn hioken into 
"phases*' was Intcresllng and very auccesslul 
right from the alerl, Imagine fllckerlog lights 



and a miming actor who keeps movlug all the 
time — hla nnns, legs, body snd h«ad — every- 
thing moves, This la Mnit, or cathar an Inade- 
quate deserlplion ol him.
